RAILWAY A NT NEAR 
AILWAY AMINGTON. 

A eerious railway accident, which has re- 
sulted in the d: of one person and in- 
juries to 18 others, occurred on the London 
and North-western Railway near Southam, 
Leamington, on Monday. The North-western 
Com: is constructing a new single line be- 
tween on, in Warwickshire, and Daven- 
try in Northamptonshire, with the view of 
relieving the main line of heavy traffic at 
Rugby. The trains which came into collision 
were a ballast train from Willesden laden 
with sleepers for the new line, and a work- 
men's train carrying a number of workmen. 
The two trains came into violent collision 
directly after rounding a curve near Southam, 
a portion of the workmen’s train being tele- 
scoped. The men, noticing that a collision 
was inevitable, began to leap from the car- 
riages, and while some escaped unhurt, others 
sustained injuries in this way. One man 
named Bert Tarporley, of Great Brinkton, 
was killed by the weight of the sleepere which 
fell upon him. Information of the accident 
was immediately telegraphed to Leamington, 
and Mr. Hughes, station-master, secured the 
services of three doctors, who were conveyed 
from Leamington to the scene of accident in 
a special train. The medical men having 
reesed the wounds of those injured, 18 of 
them were conveyed back to Leamington in 
the same train, and taken to Warneford Hos-
